THERE HAVE been previous 
attacks on Jews in Algiers but 
it was assumed they were part 
of the general campaign waged 
by the native rebels against 
white people The Rosh Hasha- 
nah attack was the first direct 
attack on Algerian Jewry.

In your issue of August 26th, 
you repeat a story from the 
Philadelphia Jewish Exponent, 
which was headlined, ‘“Mule- 
Riding Rabbi Seeks Origin of 
Mexico Indans Claiming to be 
Jews.” There are some erraneous 
impressions, and I feel that your 
readers should know the follow- 
ing: 

1, There is a small group of 
Indian in Venta Prieta, 
which is a little town over an 
hour's ride by public bus from 
Mexico City. One does not have 
to ride a mule to get there. 

2.A great deal is known about 
the Indian Jews who live there. 
Dr. Rafael Patai is a noted an- 
thropologist. He lived with the 
Indian Jews in Venta Prieta for 
almest three months, back in 
1949. He wrote several articles 
on them in Hebrew and English. 
The Menorah Journal, in one of 
1950, had a long 
article by him which had several 
photographs. The Enciclopedia 
Judaica Castellana has much in- 
formation about them. I hope the 
Rabbi speaks and reads Spanish. 

3. There are many people who 
have studied the Indian Jews of 
Mexico. A Fulbright scholar is 
Spending a year there now, mak- 
ing a full study of the Indian 
Jews. Their descent from Mar- 
Tanos is questioned by many.

Visit To Seek Indian Jews 
Ends In Seven Days In Prison

The article in The POST and 
OPINION dated Aug. 26, the 
mule-riding rabbi, intrigued me 
to the point where I laughed se- 
cretly and decided to reveal my 
own experiences in tracking 
down the elusive Indian Jews of 
Mexico, 

IT HAPPENED in 1943. I was 
then living in Mexico City as the 
founder and head of the first 
Yeshiva in that country. I was in- 
vited to address a group of these 
Indian Jews by their leader, a 
Mexican-Jewish attorney named

The ironical 
part of the whole trip was to 
discover, on my return to Mexico 
City, that there is no such vill- 
age as San Pablo anywhere in 
Mexico, that the whole thing had 
been a wild-goose chase. My 
guide had simply wanted to make 
a few easy pesos. Ramirez still 
insisted, however, that he was 
Personally acquainted with the 
group. After 17 years, I am still 
in the dark.

Mexican Indian Jew 
Studies in N.Y. Yeshiva 


By SUZANNE MESSING 

NEW YORK (P-O) —The 14- 
year-old son of a Mexican Indian 
has just completed his first year 
of study at the Yeshiva Torah| 
Vodaath in the Williamsburg sec- 
tion of Brooklyn. Javier (Shi- 
mon) De La Vega Carvajal, who 
looks just like one-of-the-boys at 
school, says he hopes to stay at 


the Yeshiva until he is ordained 


a rabbi. 
SHIMON’S FATHER is a 
Mexican Indian who has con- 


verted to Judaism. His mother’s 
history is more complicated. She 
is a member of a Mexican group 
loosely referred to as Indian 
Jews. The history of these people 
has been a provocative mystery. 

The Indian Jews first became 
known to the Mexican Jews of 
European background in the 
1920’s. Since then the Europeans 
have been trying to learn their 
history. According to the word- 
of-mouth stories told among the 
group these people are descend- 
ants of Spanish Jews who came 
to Mexico. There many of them 
intermarried and when the Span 
ish Inquisition extended to Mex- 
ico many of them ceased their | 
practice of Judaism and even} 
kept from their children the faci 
that they were Jews. 

AT THE END of the Inquisi 
tion many resumed their Jewish 
practices. Today in Mexico, both 
in the capital and in many vil- 
lages. there are groups of these 
people who look very much like 
their Indian neighbors but who 
practice Judaism. 





According to Shimon, his 
grandfather’s mother came to 
Mexico when she was young. 
She married twice, the second 
time to a Catholic. Shimon’s 
grandfather is the son of the 


first husband, presumably a Jew.

When Shimon first came, all 
he knew in Hebrew was _ his 
aleph-beth which his grandfather 
had taught him.

SHIMON, WHO sleeps in the 
dorm on weekdays, goes home 
every weekend to the home of a 
local businessman, It is the cus- 
tom at the Yeshiva for local fam- 
ilies to take home a Yeshiva boy 
for the Sabbath every week. 

Shimon’s family lives in Mex- 
ico City so that he was familiar 
with urban living before coming 
here. However, he has had many 
new things to get adjusted to in- 
cluding a new language and very 
different food. He already speaks 
English and says that hot dogs 
are his favorite American food. 
But he misses enchiladas. Next 
year Shimon will probably be 
joined at the Yeshiva by the old- 
est of his three brothers. 


THE MEXICAN Jews of Euro- 
pean descent have on the whole 
cool to this group of in- 
digenous Jews as they are some.

100 MUCH TO EXPECT 


We hope that President Eisenhower's influence on 
Nasser will be successful in opening the Suez Canal to 
Israel shipping. Yet it is too much to expect if you recog- 
nize the factors involved. 


THIS IS NOT to say that the effort of the Jewish 
icaders to bring to bear the influence of Eisenhower on 
Nasser’s intransigence as far as Israel is concerned should 
not have been made. 

But we must be realistic. 


NASSER IS IN the Russian camp, although he pre- 
tends to be neutrai, and he needs Israel as a whipping 
boy, not only for domestic reasons, but also because of 
his fight to retain leadership in the Arab League. 

We believe that Nasser will be the last to yield. The 
other Arab states will one by one begin to adopt a dis- 
interested attitude towards moves directed against Israel. 
That will be followed, as leadership changes within the 
Arab states, by Arab nations who will enter into political 
and econcmic relations with Israel. 

THE TIME however is not now. 

If anything, the best result of the meeting between 
our President and Nasser will be to remove the blinders 
from many Americans who feel Nasser is a good boy who 
is a victim of circumstances. 


RABBIS BREAK SILENCE 


In 1957 when Rabbi Andre Ungar was ordered by 
the South African Government to leave South Africa be- 
cause of anti-apartheid views, no rabbi in South Africa 
spoke up in his defence. Nor for that matter did the South 
African Board of Jewish Deputies which has taken the 
un-Jewish stand that apartheid is not a Jewish question. 


SINCE THEN Rabbi L. I. Rabinowitz of Johannesburg 
has in a more or less general way, in a message on the 
High Holidays, showed the unJewish basis of apartheid. 

Now South Africa has expelled the Rt. Rev. D. Am- 
brose Reeves, bishop of Johannesburg. 

Rabbi L. [. Rabinowitz and Rabbi Israel Abrahams 
have both issued strong statements condemning the gov- 
ernment action. 


WE'RE HAPPY that the rabbinical spokesman of South 
African Jewry have spoken out. This paper has been critical 
of the reticence of the rabbis of South Africa, and of course, 
of the South African. Board of Jewish Deputies. 

But we're happy that the rabbis have freed themselves 
of lay restraint and spoken the Jewish viewpoint. We don’t 
expect the lay leaders of the Jewish community to change 
their views as quickly, but in time they will. 

We should remember that the U.S. Jewish community, 
which of course is now definitely committed to side with 
the Negro in the U.S., went through a long period of 
bitter controversy, vestiges of which are still with us, 
before it officially took the view that any injustice was 
a Jewish cause. 


BRAD HARLEY 


We were shocked this week to read in a temple 
bulletin listing babies named at services to note at this 
Jate date that names which are strictly without any Jew- 
ish connotation are still being given to Jewish children. 


IN THIS CASE, the baby was given the first name 
of Brad Harley. 

We don’t advocate giving a child an unwieldy name 
foreign to American environment. There is no reason to 
cail a child in America “Yankel”. But by the same token, 
it is unwise to foist on a child who will live in the Jewish 
community a moniker like Brad Harley. 


THERE IS AN inconsistency here too. If there is 
some psychological reason for selecting such a name, why 
go to a Jewish house of worship to give such a non-Jewish 
name? 

Our non-Jewish neighbors are beginning to accept 
lovely biblical names, so that Jacob or David are the 
choices of many. Fortunately, Brad Harley seems to be 
the exception which proves the rule. Most Jews too, 
having gotten over their insecurity which drove them to 
imitate the non-Jews at whatever sacrifice to Jewish values, 
have now reverted to good Jewish names for their children. 


NON-JEWISH TESTIMONIALS 


In the current issue of Brief, a publication of The 
American Council for Judaism, testimonials are printed 
from five famous personages; Arnold J. Toynbee, George 
V. Allen, Adlai E. Stevenson, Dr. Reinhold Neibuhr and 
Virginia C. Gildersleeve. 

If THE SAME question that struck us strikes you, 
then try to answer why a Jewish organization employs 
testimonials from non-Jews. This is the organization that 
was founded by 91 rabbis originally, but which now has 
lost practically all rabbinical support. 

Even from the non-Jews, you get the type of non- 
committal recommendation such as Stevenson writes: 

“YOU WILL MERIT the blessings of all men of good 
will if, in your council, you help to lift the sights of all 
Americans to the mist-enshrouded battlements of peace.” 





tie EDITOR'S CHAIR - - - 








ABOUT A YEAR ago we were told a deso- 
late first hand account of the situation of 
Russian Jewry. But we were sworn to off 
the record secrecy because of the possibility 
of reprisals against the members of the family 
living in Russia. 

There is no question in our mind about 
the discrimination against Jews by Russian 
officials. As a result, Jews are worse off than 
others. But what is more discouraging is the 
Shabbiness of life in Russia, whether for Jew 
or non-Jew. 

THE COMMUNIST state is not a happy 
one for any Russian. 

The people live in shabby tenements with- 
out the minimum of comforts. The one-room 
apartments, crowded with three and four and 
more people are dark and dank, and toilet 
accomodations are scarce with only a few for 
all of the one-room apartment families on the 
floor. 

The clothing is of low quality and the 
cost excessive, so that one cannot spare the 
rubles to buy new clothes. 


WHEN SOMEONE loses a job, they must 
find work within six months or give up their 
social security benefits. The deceit and fraud 
practiced by the factories where one seeks 
work was something you can only understand 
when you realize that a whole country is 
without private enterprise and controlled en- 
tirely by a bureaucracy shot through with 
all kinds of evils, false reports, lieing, poor 
production, ete. 

The factories are supposed to report open- 
ings for jobs, but when one applied, the job 
had always been filled. 


THERE IS NO such thing as moving since 
to give up your room means that you may 
never find another. 

The spies are intertwined all throughout 
Russian life, which accounts to some extent 
for the poor attendance at synagogues, Every- 
one thinks everyone else is a spy. 

This account is the reason why when 
Golda Meir attended services at the synagogue 
in Moscow the streets were crowded with Jews 
for blocks around. Or why the Israeli deie- 
gation to the Moscow youth conference was 
greeted by large crowds wherever it went. 
So the Communists refused to announce when 
the Israelis would appear in the huge stadium 
after their first few appearances found the 
entire stadium crowded with Jews. As the 
train bearing the Israelis came from the Black 
Sea port to Moscow, each stop found another 
crush crowd of Jews hoping to get a glance 
at the Israelis. On the return train trip, the 
Communists would not post the schedule of 
the train the Israelis were taking, and even 
rearranged the normal schedule. But still ev- 
erywhere the train stopped, there was a tre- 
mendous welcoming crowd of Russian Jews. 


THE TRUTH IS somewhere close to the 
fact that if the Jews of Russia could emigrate, 
they would leave by the hundred of thousands. 
Since the Russians now bar Jews from the 
teaching professions, the diplomatic posts, etc., 
it would seem that this is just what the Com- 
munists want. 

But to let the Jews go would tell the 


—d 
world about repression and give the same 
idea of getting to the free world to other 
Russians. : 

The official Jewish view, incidentally one 
that guided the conference in Paris called by 
Nahum Goldmann on the question of the Jews 
of Russia is that since Russia permits no emi. 
gration, it would be a mistake to call on her 
to let Her Jews go. There is some validity to 
this position, but only from a diplomatic stand. 
point. If world Jewry could secure a relaxa- 
tion of the rules which bar Jewish cultura] 
life in Russia, this is concession that might 
be won. To secure emigration of Jews ig 
an impossibility. 

YET THE LOGIC is on the side of making 
the big push on the point that because Russia 
doesn’t want her Jews, she should permit 
them to emigrate. Since the Russians are 
finding the Jews so hard to assimilate—wit- 
ness the excited reaction of the Russian Jews 
to visits by Israelis—they are faced with un- 
happy alternatives, either let them go or con- 
tinue the policy of repressing them. 

It might be wiser to propagandize for 
the emigration of the Jews. Then if the Rus- 
sians find this impossible to entertain, and 
facing the inability to assimilate the Jews, 
they may come back to the lesser alterna- 
tive—to let Jews be Jews in the same way 
that other peoples in the Soviet republic are 
permitted full freedom to express their own 
culture,

Finance Minister Levi Eshkol told the 
national economic conference of the Siate of 
Israel bonds in Washington something whida 
even we were not aware of. We knew that 
there was more than a trickle of new immi- 
grants coming into Israel, but we didn’t realize 
the proportions of this influx of newcomers, 
Eshkol said that 30,000 immigrants will ar 
rive in Israel this year. This means that the 
monthly rate must be 2,500. 

From various sources we have learned 
that Jews were getting out of some countries, 
but not only did we not want to jeopardize 
this flow by publicizing it, also we didn’t know 
how large it was.

Many are the facilities which 
help us to acquire the important 
worldly virtues, skills and tech- 
niques. But where should one 
learn about the insights of the 
SPirit? Many are opportunities 
for public speech; where are the 
oceasions for inner silence? It is 
easy to find people who will 
teach us how te be eloquent; but 
who will teach us how to he still? 
It is surely important to develop 
a sense of humor; but is it not 
also important to have a sense 
of reverence? 

Where should one learn the 
eternal wisdom of compassion? 


the fear of being cruel? the dan- 
ger of being callous? Where 
should one learn that the greatest 
truth is found in contrition? Im- 
portant and precious as the de- 
velopment of our intellectual fa- 
culties is, the cultivation of a 
sensitive conscience is indispen- 
sable. We are all in danger of 
sinking into the darkness of van- 
ity; we are all involved in wor- 
shipping our own egos. Where 
should we become sensitive to 
the pitfalls of cleverness, or to 
the realization that expediency 
is not the acme of wisdom? 
WE ARE constantly in need of 
self-purification. We are in need 
of experiencing moments in 
which the spiritual is as relevant 
and as concrete, for example, as 
the esthetic. Everyone has a sense 
of beauty; every one is capable 
of distinguishing between the 
beautiful and the ugly. But we 
also must learn to be sensitive 
to the spirit. It is in the syna- 


gogue where we must try to ac 
quire such inwardness, such sen 
sitivity. 

To attain a degree of spiritual 
security one cannot rely upon 
one’s own resources. One needs 
an atmosphere, where the con 
cern for the spirit is shared by 
a community. We are in need of 
students and scholars, masters 
and specialists. But we need also 
the company of witnesses, of hu- 
man beings who are engaged in 
worship, who for a moment sense 
the truth that life is meaningless 
without attachment to God.

NEW YORK (P-O) —- For the 
first time many of New York 
City’s 1,300 Jewish policemen 
may be forced to work on Yom 
Kippur. 


THIS DESPITE a running bat- 
tle between the New York Board 
of Rabbis and Police Commis- 
sioner Stephen P. Kennedy. 


The many head of governments 
at the current UN session led 
to a call for “around the clock” 
duty by Police Commissioner 
Kennedy. As luck would have it, 
this was the period of the High 
Holy Days. As a result the po- 
lice department may never be the 
same, 


ON ROSH Hashonah the 355 
Jewish policemen who signed the 
form known as UF 28, which se- 
cures permission to be absent, 
ajJl were replaced by non-Jewish 
policemen, But as to what hap- 
pened to the other 950 that’s a 
matter of bitter contention be- 
tween the New York Board of 
Rabbis and the Police Commis- 
sioner. 

As usual the Jewish commu- 
nity reacted normally. They were 
split. 


WHEREAS the Board of Rab- 
bis demanded an apology for re- 
marks made by Kennedy about

Jewish policemen on a TV pro- 
gram, Kennedy got support from 
the American Jewish Committee, 
from ex-Gov. Herbert H. Lehman 
and Rabbi Julius Mark, of Tem- 
Ple Emanu-El. 

Rabbi David Golovensky, pres- 
ident of the Board of Rabbis 
charged that the slur cast on the 
New York policemen by Kennedy 
put all Jewish policemen under 
a cloud of suspiction. As a re- 
sult, he contends, many refused 
to ask for replacements through 
form UF 28 on Rosh Hashonah. 
The same will be true for Yom 
Kippur, he contends. 


KENNEDY questioned the sin- 
cerity of the Jewish police in his 
controversial broadcast when he 
asked, “When are these men re- 
ligious? We don’t hear anything 
about their religious obligations 
and devotions the other 51 weeks 
of the year. Is it that they only 
get religion one week out of the 
year?” 

Mayor Wagner called on Ken- 
nedy to apologize and set a 48- 
hour time limit. When the dead- 
line passed Wagner remained si- 
lent. 


KENNEDY DID declare that 
he meant no slur by his remarks. 

The AJCommittee, Mr. Leh- 
man and Rabbi Mark interpreted 
this a sufficient expression of re 
gret. The Board of Rabbis said 
no.

New Assault on Israel By Nasser Predicted 


LONDON — President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser of the United Arab 
Republic is preparing an attack 
on Israel to divert his own sub- 
jects from internal difficulties 
according to the London Daily 
Express. 

THE PRESENT “quietus,” 
states the Express, is a purely 
temporary one. Goaded by his 
ambition to become leader of the 
Arab world and fearful that un- 
less he produces a “master 
stroke” his own subjects will be- 
come restive under the impact 
of unfavorable economic condi- 
tions “at home”, Nasser will un- 
leash new aggressive acts against 
the state of Israel, the newspaper 
predicts. 

There is also another reason 
for Nasser’s imminent anti-Israel 
actions, the Express adds, and 
that is the opening of the oil 
pipe-line which will carry oil 
from Elath to Haifa and thence 
to Europe. 

AT THE MOMENT when Eu- 
rope will be rid of its depend- 
ence on the Suez Canal for its 
oil supply, the entire influence 
of Nasser in the Middle East will 
take a sharp slump.
